You are hereby notified to meet at the hall of the 
Ossipee Group Y. M. C. A. Inc., in said Town on the 
second Tuesday of March, next, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will authorize 
the Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the ensuing year the following 
sums for the following purposes:

ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $200.00 to the Lakes 
Region Association, for the purpose of publicizing and 
promoting the natural advantages and resources of 
the Town, together with other Towns in the Lakes 
Region. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to be 
expended on the Bearcamp Road, in order to obtain 
from the State the sum of $10,000. in State Aid money. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 to be added 
to the present Capital Reserve Fund. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $400.00 for Blister 
Rust Control. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $1,026.97 for Town 
Road Aid in order to receive from the State the sum 
of $4,107.89 additional. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money to cut a passageway 
from the top of Roland Park Extension on the opposite 
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side of the hill from the present road as a safety 
measure in case of fire. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for the 
purpose of erecting a suitable building for housing 
the Town’s Snow removal equipment, on land to be 
leased from The State Highway Department. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $200.00 for 
straightening the highway over Blake Hill, so-called.

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bulldozer, at a cost not to exceed $14,000.00, and to 
appropriate the amount now in the capital reserve fund 
towards such purchase and to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,000.00 for each of the next three years 
to pay the balance of said purchase price. 


ARTICLE .15. To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the selectmen to sell the older of the two 
tractors now owned by the Town. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 to be used 
for cutting bushes along the town highways. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate twenty-five hundred (2500) — 
dollars to continue tarring the road from Center Ossipee 
to Tuftonboro Corner, beginning at the Chickville 
Church, or where work previously done was stopped, 
and continuing westerly as far as_ possible. (By 
petition) 


ARTICLE 18. To see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise and appropriate to repair the 
ditches and tar the surface of Huckins Street, so called, 
extending from Center Ossipee Square to Route 16. 
(By Petition) 


ARTICLE 19. To choose a Selectman for three 
years, a Selectman for one year, Town Clerk, Treasurer, 
Highway Agents, Tax Collector, Auditors, Library 
Trustee, Cemetery Trustee, and all other officers and 
agents required by law for the ensuing year. The 
Polls to remain open until six o’clock in the afternoon. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to 
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alter the hours during which the polls shall remain 
open. 


ARTICLE 21. To transact any other business 
that may legally come before said meeting.

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NEW TAX LAW 


Since many Ossipee taxpayers have come to the 
Selectmen to ask questions regarding the various 
provisions of the new timber tax law, the more 
important provisions of the law are printed below. 


AN ACT RELATING TO 
FOREST CONSERVATION AND TAXATION 


1. Declaration of Policy. It is the declared pur- 
pose of this act to encourage conservation of the forest 
resources of this state by releasing growing wood and 
timber from the yearly burden of local property taxes 
and substituting a yield tax, so as to give an incentive 
to the owners of standing timber to abandon destructive 
cutting practices in favor of long-range forest manage- 
ment plans and to promote the restocking of depleted 
forest lands by conserving an understory of immature 
trees of desirable species. It is further designed to 
provide a continuous, sustained yield of wood and 
timber for New Hampshire wood-using industries and 
to stabilize employment in those industries, to maintain 
forest lands at their maximum productiveness, to 
protect the water resources of the state, to minimize 
the effect of droughts, and to maintain a more constant 
water level in wells, springs, streams and public water 
supplies. It is also the purpose of this act to benefit 
the agricultural, industrial and recreational interests 
of the state, and to provide healthful surroundings, 
scenic values and improved conditions for fish and game. 


2. Growing Wood and Timber. Amend the Revised 
Laws by inserting after chapter 79 the following new 
chapter: 
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Forest Conservation and Taxation 


1. Definitions. The following words and phrases 
as used in this chapter shall have the meanings 
indicated, unless a contrary meaning shall appear in 
the context: 


“Assessing officials” means those charged by law 
with the duty of assessing taxes in the city, town or 
unincorporated place. 


“Contract” means any enforcible agreement, oral 
or written, which effectively transfers the title to 
standing wood or timber or the possession thereof with 
authority to cut. 


“Owner” means any person, including a purchaser 
of public forest timber, having title to lands or standing 
trees or possession with authority to cut and remove 
logs or wood from lands or standing trees, from which 
any logs or wood are taken during the tax year. The 
word “owner” shall not be construed to include (a) a 
person who cuts or causes to be cut logs or wood for 
consumption in the construction, reconstruction or 
alteration of his own buildings within the state of New 
Hampshire; (b) a person who cuts or causes to be cut 
wood for fuel purposes for his own consumption from 
his own land wherever located within said state; (c) 
public agencies cutting wood or timber on publicly 
owned lands; (d) persons engaged in clearing and 
maintaining rights of way incidental to furnishing 
utility services or transportation to the public. 


“Stumpage value” means the amount determined 
by the assessing officials in the same manner as other 
property values for the purposes of taxation. The 
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assessing officials shall give full consideration to the 
amounts received from stumpage sales in the vicinity, 
prices offered for logs, pulpwood and fuel wood, current 
operating costs and similar data, taking into considera- 
tion the difficulties of operating in each case. 


“Tax year” as used in this chapter means from 
October first to September thirtieth of the next calendar 
* year, inclusive, except that the period from April 1, 
1950 to September 30, 1950, inclusive, shall be deemed 
to be a tax year for the purposes of the assessment to 
be made on October 1, 1950. 


2. Release from Property Taxes. All growing 
wood and timber except fruit trees, sugar orchards, 
nursery stock and trees maintained only for shade or 
ornamental purposes, which shall not be subject to the 
yield tax hereinafter provided, shall be released from 
the general property tax; but the land upon which such 
growing wood and timber stands shall be assessed. 


3. Tax. <A yield tax on the stumpage value at 
the time of cutting shall be assessed by the assessing 
officials as of October first of each year against each 
owner of growing wood and timber, which has been 
cut during the previous tax year, at the rate of ten 
per cent. Provided, however, that any timber subject 
to a contract entered into prior to April 7, 1949, which 
is cut prior to October 1, 1953 shall be subject to a 
yield tax equal to the accumulated amount which would 
have been paid in general property taxes if the standing 
wood or timber had not been exempted under section 2 
of this chapter during that period. 


4. General Tax; Credits in Certain Cases. When- 
ever it shall appear to the assessing officials that a town 
or city is unreasonably deprived of revenue because of 
the failure of an owner to cut standing wood or 
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timber when it shall have arrived at the degree of 
maturity most suitable for its use, such standing 
wood or timber shall be taxed in the same manner 
as general property and be subject to the same 
rights of appeal, the intent being to prevent the 
holding of standing wood or timber indefinitely without 
the payment of any taxes. If such standing wood or 
timber is taxed under the provisions of this section, . 
such taxes shall be a credit against any yield tax later 
imposed, and shall be taken into consideration in 
determining loss of tax revenue as provided in section 
18. 


5. Abatement for Improved Forest Practices. 
The assessing officials shall on application of any owner 
who has complied with the requirements of sections 8 
and 9 relating to notice and return, abate so much of 
the tax on timber cut as would amount to three per 
cent of its stumpage value provided there is filed with 
such application a certificate of the owner, or, if re- 
quested by the assessing officials, a certificate of the 
state forester or his agent stating that the owner has 
complied with the standards established under section 
21 of this chapter. 


6. Collection. Said tax shall constitute a lien 
upon all property of the owner and may be enforced 
and collected by any appropriate means provided for 
the collection of taxes in chapter 80 of this title and 
amendments thereto, except that the right of distraint 
and the lien provided by sections 6 and 17 thereof shall 
expire eighteen months from the date on which the 
yield tax is assessed. It shall be subject to the same 
interest additions as general property taxes. In any 
instance where the assessing officials deem it necessary 
to insure the payment of the yield tax, they may require 
a bond or other security to be given before or during 
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the cutting period in such amount and conditioned 
upon such terms as they determine. They may enter 
upon and inspect the timber lot, and require the owner 
to produce for their inspection such books, records and 
papers as may be of assistance to them in the assess- 
ment of the tax herein provided. 


7. Appeal and Abatement. The owner shall have 
the same rights of appeal and abatement as are provided 
by law for persons against whom other taxes are 
assessed; but no such owner shall be entitled to appeal 
unless he has made the return required by section 9. 


8. Notice of Cutting. The owner intending to cut 
any wood or timber shall give written notice of his 
intention prior to such cutting to the assessing officials. 
Such notice shall state the name and residence of the 
owner, a description of the location of the land from 
which the wood or timber is to be cut, its estimated 
amount and value, and whether or not application for 
abatement will be made in accordance with section 5. 


9. Returns. Every owner as defined in section 1 
of this chapter shall make a return to the assessing 
officials on or before October fifteenth each year, stating 
the kinds and total amount of the wood or timber 
subject to the yield tax cut during the preceding tax 
year. Returns shall be on forms prescribed by the 
tax commission and shall require such information as 
the commission may deem necessary to enable the 
assessing officials to locate, identify, and determine the 
true stumpage value of all wood and timber subject 
to a yield tax. Such returns shall be made under 
penalties of perjury. 


10. Penalty. Whoever violates any of the pro- 
visions of sections 8 or 9 shall be fined not more than 
five hundred dollars. Such fine shall go to the city or 
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town in which the wood or timber is located and shall 
be enforced in an action brought in the name of the 
town or city by the assessing officials. If the wood 
or timber is located in an unorganized town or unin- 
corporated place said fine shall go to the county in 
which it is located and shall be enforced by an action 
brought in the name of the county by the county 
commissioners. 


11. Disposition of Yield Tax. The yield tax 
imposed by section 3 of this chapter shall be paid by 
the tax collectors of cities and towns into their res- 
pective treasuries for use as other tax money is used. 
The yield tax collected by the state treasurer from 
operations in any unorganized town or unincorporated 
place shall be disbursed by him as follows: (1) To the 
state tax commission the cost of assessment in the 
unorganized town or unincorporated place; (2) to the 
treasurer of the county in which it is located to be 
credited against its share of the county tax for the 
ensuing year; (3) if any excess still remains, it shall 
be disbursed from year to year during the ensuing 
years as provided in clause (2) above.

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STATISTICS PERTAINING TO THE LAKES REGION 


The Lakes Region is the most important of the 
six New Hampshire regions with respect to the 
recreation business. 


This is shown by the division of assessed values of | 
recreational property, by Regions, from a survey made 
by the State Planning and Development Commission. 


Lakes Region 32% 

Monadnock Region 14% 

Seacoast Region 14% 

White Mountain Region 18% 
Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region 12% 
Merrimac Valley Region 10% 


The valuation of recreational property in the 
Lakes Region is 15 million dollars, compared to the 
total of 50 million in the state. In addition to which 
the valuation of Summer Homes in the Lakes Region 
is a million dollars, which is one-third of the state 
total. 


Almost one-half of the Boys and Girls camps in 
New Hampshire are in the Lakes Region, this refers to 
70 camps in the Region with a valuation of $750,000.00. 


There are 6,000 motor boats, registered in the 
Lakes Region, which is more than 14 of all boats in 
New Hampshire. 


The gross income to the Lakes Region from the 
recreational business is thirty million dollars. 


Recreation is the principal industry in the Lakes 
Region, although we are strong industrially with 15% 
of the population of the State our manufacturers 
produce 15% of the valuation of manufactured goods. 


The Lakes Region comprises three cities and 
thirty-nine towns, with a population of. 71,887: and 
assessed valuation of $112,900,000.00. 


The Lakes Region Association was organized in 
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1936 to promote the growth and prosperity of the 
Region in every way possible. 


During these fourteen years we have published 
and distributed more than a million booklets and 
folders, throughout the Eastern part of the country, 
and in many other states. In addition to which we 
have distributed thousands of local books and folders. 


We sponsor each year the 4-H Fair at the Belknap 
Recreational Area and distributed $500.00 in cash 
prizes to the contestants. 


We conduct an annual Photo Contest and distribute 
cash prizes for the best pictures submitted. This 
project not only attracts many out of state people to 
our Region, but it gives us splendid pictures for our 
publications. 


We are in constant cooperation with the New 
England Council, the State Planning & Development 
Commission, and many travel agencies. 


When the Lakes Region Association was formed 
the Recreation business in the Region was determined 
by the State as sixteen million dollars, it now is thirty 
million dollars. 


During the years we have been instrumental in 
attracting several new manufacturers to the Region. 


We have assisted several of our towns in solving 
their problems and are anxious to help any town at 
any time. , 


The people of the state recognize by their votes 
that they approve the Regional setup, as 85% of all 
of the towns make appropriations to their Association 
annually and for the last three years every town in 


the Monadnock Region and all but two towns in the 
Mountain Region made their appropriation. 


Being principally a recreational and residential 
Region it is interesting to note according to a national 
survey made by the Curtis Publishing Company that 
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over eight billion dollars is spent each year for Recre- 
ation. Which sum is divided as follows: 

44% for Hotels, Motor Courts & Restaurants 

24% for Transportation and gasoline 

22% for Retail Stores 

10% for amusements, sports and miscellaneous 

purposes. 

also that in 1949 approximately nine million dollars 
was spent for advertising and publicity by the several 
states. 


All organizations in New Hampshire spent approxi- 
mately $175,000.00. 


If we are to continue to get our share of the 
business, which benefits every citizen we must continue 
to publicize the Region. 


Every town has much to gain by cooperation with 
the Lakes Region Association, which is endorsed by 
the State and the Governor. 


The Lakes Region Association has been able to 
secure a few new small industries but have lost several 
large ones owing to the fact that desirable space was 
not available. If all towns that have vacant space will 
notify the executive secretary giving full particulars 
we might be able to find an occupant. 


The executive secretary. has attended many 
meetings in the state and New England and has 
distributed booklets and folders to sportsman shows 
in Boston, New York and at expositions throughout 
New England. He has answered thousands of inquiries 
on all subjects and has distributed to real estate dealers 
many inquiries that have resulted in bringing to the 
region thousands of dollars of new assessed valuation. 


We ask that our towns call on the Lakes Region 
Association for assistance at any time. 
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FOREST FIRES — OUR MOST SHAMEFUL WASTE 


Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are 
careless with it. This is particularly true of fires in 
and near woodlands. Official figures show that more 
than 98 percent of all forest fires result from human 
carlessness and can be prevented. Consequently, we 
may say “Forest Fires are our most shameful waste.” 


Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their 
effects far reaching. Such fires destroy the raw 
products of the forests, the protection forests provide 
for game and the supply of ground water. They upset 
local economies by drawing men from gainful employ- 
ment and requiring the expenditure of public funds 
to extinguish them. 


Our forest fire organization is doing a good job 
in keeping the size of fires small but the number of 
fires is increasing. In 1949 there were 100 more fires 
in New Hampshire than in 1948, but they burned 500 
acres less. For the warden and his deputies to do the 
job they are capable of, they must have the cooper- 
ation of the public — YOU! 


The primary objective of all fire fighters is 
PREVENTION — fire stoppage. This is the goal to- 
ward which your local forest fire warden and his 
deputies are constantly working. It can be achieved 
ONLY if YOU and YOU cooperate with them. It is 
worth YOUR effort and can be accomplished by: 


1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, 
being particularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 


2. Securing the required written permit from the 
warden when the ground is not covered with snow. 
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3. Insisting that others be careful and comply 
with burning requirements. 


4. Calling the warden promptly when fire is de- 
tected and aiding him to extinguish it. 


Let’s reduce the number of forest fires and elimi- 
nate our most shameful waste.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Ossipee: 


Teachers in the Ossipee Schools during 1948-1949 
were as follows: — High School — Headmaster Philip 
C. Putnam, science and mathematics; Mr. Van §S. 
Evangelou, social sciences and physical education; Miss 
Helen Timson, English and physical education; Miss 
Enes Bazzocchi, French and social science. Elemen- 
tary: — Mrs. Edna Kennard, grades 7 and 8; Mrs. 
Mabelle Stevens, grades 5 and 6; Mrs. Leda Knapp, 
grades 8 and 4; Mrs. Lillian Godfrey, grade 2; Mrs. 
Alice Loud, grade 1; Mrs. Linnie Giles, Ossipee Corner. 


At the beginning of the current year Mrs. Elizabeth 
Brady succeeded Miss Bazzocchi. Mrs. Brady is a 
graduate of Wellesley and holds a Master of Arts 
degree from Radcliffe College. She has had two years 
teaching experience in Massachusetts. Mrs. Dorothy 
Webb succeeded Mrs. Giles at the Ossipee School. 


Lack of vocational courses has placed serious 
limitations on the subject offerings of our high school. 
To provide some vocational training correspondence 
courses have been purchased of the University of 
Nebraska through the New Hampshire State Board of 
Education. Courses in typewriting and mechanical 
drawing have been selected chiefly, and about twenty 
juniors and seniors enrolled in these classes. About 
the same number are enrolled in similar subjects for 
the current year. The class work is supervised by 
members of the staff. These correspondence subjects 
are given with approval of the State Board of Education. 


At the opening of school in September, 1949, 46 
pupils enrolled in grades 3 and 4. These grades were 
in the same room under one teacher. To relieve this 
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situation the school board decided to place grade 4 in 
the Moultonville School building. This involved 
considerable work and expense. On November 7 the 
building was opened with 20 pupils in the 4th grade 
and Mrs. Florence Eldridge as the teacher. ‘Trans- 
portation is provided from the high school building. 
Hot lunches prepared in the Community Building are 
carried to the Moultonville School. 


The Parent-Teachers Association deserves high 
praise for assuming the task of operation of the hot 
noon lunch. Nourishing, balanced meals are well 
prepared under the direction of Mrs. Rita Eldridge, 
with volunteer help of many mothers. This is a very 
valuable contribution to the health and welfare of the 
boys and girls. A detailed report of this program 
appears elsewhere in the School District Report. 


In previous reports emphasis has been placed 
upon the mounting enrollments to be expected in our 
schools due to the increased birth rate. 


During the current year enrollments in grades 5 

and 6 in the Center Ossipee School totals 38, and in 
grades 7 and 8 totals 45. The saturation point has 
been reached. Additional rooms are urgently needed 
for the accommodation of grades 5, 6, 7 and 8 in 
separate rooms. Grade 1 needs a much larger room 
than that now occupied. With a room for each grade 
the pupils at the Ossipee Corner School could be taken 
care of in the central school. One additional teacher 
would be required. 


The absence of vocational courses has been the 
chief cause of twelve high school pupils enrolling at 
Kennett High school at their own expense for tuition 
and transportation. Lack of space prevents the 
offering of such courses other than the correspondence 
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courses mentioned. In 1958 when the present grades 
1, 2, 3, and 4 are in high school the enrollment of Ossipee 
pupils alone will be about 120, a number much beyond 
the capacity of present accommodations. A represen- 
tative committee, appointed by the school board, has 
made a thorough study of your schools and will present 
the results of its work at the annual district meeting. 


The continued cooperation of the School Board, 
teachers, parents, and pupils is warmly appreciated.
